Millionaire Arthur Duestrow 
Will Suffer the Death 
Penalty. 


GUPREME COURT AFFIRMS THE 
VERDICT OF THE FRANKE- 
LIN COUNTY JURY. 


Insanity Dodge Did Not Save 
the Rich Murderer From 
the Gallows. 


THREE YEARS AGO HE SLEW HIS 
WIFE AND CHILD WHILE 
IN A DRUNKEN FRENZY.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.—Duestrow 
must hang. 

He is to be executed Feb. 148. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri says the 
millionaire murderer has had a fair trial, 
that he is not insane and that the sentence 
of the lower court must be executed. 

The decision was handed down shortly 
after court met at 9 ojclock Tuesday. Judge 
Gherwood wrote the decision and the full 
bench concurred. 

Gov. Johnson's exceptions were bowled 
ever unmercifully. The judges took a com- 
mon sense view of the Franklin County 
trial and gave more weight to the simple 


honesty of th® court ahiPyury tam to the | 


Jegal aspect of their actions. 

Juror Heeger, whose attendance at earller 
trials was regarded by the defense as sure 
to tumble down the State’s case, was de- 
scribed by the Court as an honest German 
farmer, His statement that he had not 
formed an opiniédn and was unbiased was 
regarded as final.. 

The bitterest pill of all to the defense 
must be the Court’s remark about Dues- 
trow's “clumsily feigned insanity."’ 

When Duestrow was found guilty last 


* July the date of his execution was set for 


a day in September. Meanwhile the Su- 
preme Court proceedings intervened and 
Duestrow escaped the noose, 

Under this morning’s mandate Judge Hir- 
gel will again pronounce the death sen- 
tence and fix the date for the wife and 
child murderer’s hanging. There is no ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

An abstract of the Court's decision fol- 
lows: 

_ The court says, relative to the retention on 


— 


the panel of the Juror Heeger, as to which 
exception was saved, it appears that he had 
heard only fragmentary portions of the tes- 
timony adduced at three former trials, two 
of which were confined to the sole issue of 
insanity, and the last was a mistrial on is- 
sue of defendant’s guilt of the crime 
charged. Heeger having other business in 
town would occasionally drop into the 
court-house and listen a few moments. to 
the testimony. But In all’ the trials he had 
not been in the court room more than an 
hour. These facts, so the court ruled, bring 
the case fully within the ruling announced 
in the case of the State vs. Taylor. 

The defendant in his challenge for cause 
does not charge that Heeger had formed 
or expressed an opinion from what he had 
seen in the papers or had heard from wit- 
nesses. And if this had been done, the 
opinion goes on to say, it would have been 
amply refuted by the gingularly frank 
statements of the old German farmer, 
showing in a manner not to be misunder- 
stood that he had neither formed nor ex- 
pressed an opinion upon the guilt of the 
accused, and had no feeling against the 
plea of insanity; very sensibly adding, how- 
ever, that he would not believe him insane 
unless it were proven. 

The challenge for cause as already stated, 
is not based on any of these grounds, but 
upon the ground “that said Heeger was 
prejudiced against the defendant and could 
not afford defendant a fair trial, and did not 
sufficiently understand the English lan- 
guage to properly act as a juror.”’ In what 
the alleged prejudice consisted, the court 
continues, is not pointed out, and the lack 
of sufficient knowledge of the English lan- 
guage is based upon the fact that Heeger 
though he could read English could not 
explain the meaning of the words “‘pre- 
judice”’ and “‘bias."” This inability of Heeger 
to readily define or his hesitancy in defining 
these words, so the court rules, is not re- 
garded as sufficient to disqualify him from 
fairly and fully discharging his duties as 
juror, and if they did, his inability or hesi- 
tancy would be shared by many respected 
citizens of this State. 

No valid objection can be taken, the opin- 
fon says, against the law of 1895 because it 
was enacted after the commission of the 
crime charged. 


As to the introduction of testimony, the 
court rules, tending to show that the de- 
fendant wags enamored of a courtesan by 
the name of Clara Howard and that he fre- 
quently visited her at her house and re- 
mained all night, such evidence was admis- 


sible as showing a motive -which might 
prcempt the defendant to rid himself of his 
wife. 

The hypothetical questions propounded to 
experts fully outline all material facis ne- 
cessaly to base an opinion regarding the 
sanity or insanity of the defendant. In- 
deed, says the opinion, the hypothetical 
questions put to experts on behalf of the 
State were the same in substance, and per- 
haps literally so, as those put by the de- 
fendant’s counsel to his own experts. Some 
of those who were not experts, and who 
testified for the State, had more acquain- 
tance with the defendant than others, but 


all had sufficient acquaintance to be able 


to judge of his sanity, and as to the oppor-| 
tunities of such non-experts.to form cor- 
rect opinion, the jury could best determine 
as triers of the facts. 

The instructions, fifteen in number, fully 
cover every phase of the case. 

There was abundant evidence to show that 
the defendant was voluntarily intoxicated 
at the time of the murder, and thus to sup- 
port an instruction on that point. It is 
well settled by common law still in force 
in this State that when a homicide is com- 
mitted under the circumstances of great 
barbarity, such brutality will supply the 
place of malice and make the act of killing 
equivalent to a deliberate act of slaughter— 
murder at common law and murder in the 
first degree under our statutes. 


“If, then,” reads the opinion, “the de- 
fendant at the time he did the shooting was 
mentally responsible, and so the jury 
have found, he was guilty of nothing less 
than murder in the first degree. To the 
jury exclusively belonged the determination 
of the sanity of the defendant; that being 
affirmatively determined, the question of 
the defendant’s guilt followed as the neces- 
sary and only corollary of such prior de- 
termination. There are no indications of 
prejudice,” the opinion continues, ‘‘on the 
part of the jury that can be discovered in 
the voluminous record of the case. 

“On the part of the defendant there were 
disclosed such features of intelligence, such 
a distinct memory of what had transpired 
at the homicide, such a sense of danger and 
apprehension from the act done, such an 
anxiety to know the grade of the offense 
and to describe the act as an accident, such 
a desire to escape punishment by clumsily 
feigning insanity, that it is no wonder an 
honest jury of Franklin County citizens 
found the verdict they did,”’ says the opinion. 

In conclusion, the opinion reads as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘We therefore affirm the judgment 
and direct that theesentence pronounced by 
the law be executed: All concur.” 

The opinion was delivered by Judge Sher- 
wood. 


HOW DUESTROW TOOK IT. 


He Talked Crazy, Though the Supreme 
Court Says He’s Sane. 


Arthur Duestrow was peering through the 
bars of his cell when a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter visited him in the jail just after the 
decision was handed down. His eye was 
clear and not unkindly as he greeted the 
mewspaper man with a pleasant “good 
morning.”’ 

‘“‘Yes, I know all about it,” he said smiling 
and showing’ his protruding upper teeth. 
“T have known about it for some time. 

“TIT was not surprised. It’s just what I ex- 
pected. They did it on account of my con- 
nection 'with the army. The Supreme Court 
of Missouri reversed the decision of the low- 
er court because I used to be in the army.” 

“Oh, they reversed the decision did they? 
I thought they had confirmed it,’’ said the 
reporter. 

“No, you’re wrong. They reversed it. The 
Supreme Court handed down its decision 
and instructed the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri to reverse the decision. The Supreme 
Oourt has suspended the Missouri Supreme 
Court for five years. This was because they 
thought ‘that man Judge Shackleford was 
against me. They’ve suspended him for 
twenty years.’’ 

“Now that the decision has been handed 
down in your favor I suppose you think you 
will get out of here soon.” 

Duestrow looked at his questioner steadily

Supreme Court Affirms the Sentences 
| in Two Famous Murder 


Cases. 
—- 4 


It was murderers’ day in the Missouri 
Supreme Court. 

Besides affirming the sentence of death 
passed on Arthur Duestrow, the Supreme 
Court also affirmed the sentences in the 
case of Charles F. Dreher, who murdered 
Bertha Hunicke in this city in November, 
1893, and in the case of Peter, better known 
as “Cottonhead” Schmidt and Sam Fos- 
ter, two of the three foot-pads who shot 
and killed Bertram E. Atwater, a young 
Chicago artist, at Webster Groves, on the 
night of Jan. 23, 1896. 

John Schmidt, a cousin of ‘“‘Cottonhead’s,”’ 
was tried separately and convicted, but his 
case has not yey been reached by the Su- 
preme Court. 

The murder of young A'twater was a bru- 
tal and cold-blooded affair and was com- 
mitted for the sake of what little money the 
young man was supposed to have on his 
person. 

On the night of Jan. 23, 1896, Atwater wens 
to Webster Greves to call upon Miss Gene- 
vieve S. Orton, his affianced bride. It was 
a dark and rainy night when Atwater step- 
ped off the tnain at she Webster Groves 
Station. He had been there before and 
Knew ‘that there were no public conveyances 
to carry him from the station to his desti- 
nation. He sough*’ a guide in the person of 
Peter Schmidt, who hung about the depot 
about train ‘time. He engaged Schmidt to 
carry his satchel to the Orton home, about 
half a mile away. 

Schmidt had been associating with his 
cousin, John Schmidt, a very tough charac- 
ter, and the negro Sam Foster. They had 
been associated in a number of small dep- 
redations in and about Webster, and had 
acquired a bad reputation. 

On the way to the Orton house, Atwater 
told Schmidt that he wanted to stop at the’ 
barber shop and get shaved before he made 
his call, While Atwater was in the shop 
Schmidt hunted up his cousin and the ne- 
gro and told them that he had a city ‘“‘suck- 
er’’ in tow who looked like 2 very easy vic- 
tim. The three murderers then hastily 
formed a plan, which was afterwards car- 
ried out, to lie in ambush for Atwater and 
rob him. Schmidt was to act as decoy 
— lead Atwater into the trap laid for 


m. 

John Schmidt and Sam Foster took a short 
cut to the spot selected for the ambush, 
which was near a bridge or trestle, over 
which Atwater and Cottonhead Schmidt 
would have to pass. Schmidt went back to 
the barber shop and took charge of At- 
water’s satchel. 

Everything turned out as planned, except 
that Atwater resisted when Foster and 
John Schmidt stepped out from their con- 
cealment and told Altwater to hold up his 
hands. He drew a revolver and shot at 
them instead. John Schmidt was hit on the 
first discharge and then he and Foster re- 
turned the fire. As soon as Atwater fell 
Foster and Cottonhead Schmidt ran away, 
leaving the murdered artist and their: 
wounded companion. 

Foster went into hiding, and Cottonhead 
first notified Constable Fieldson that a man 
had been killed and then went to his home; 
where he was arrested about an hour later. 
John Schmidt was found with a bullet in 
his breast not far from the place where At- 
water's body was found, 

Arrests followed almost immediately and 
then the men all confessed, trying to throw 
the blame upon each other, It was such a 
clear case that there was no doubt as to 
the guilt of all three of the men. 

Atwater was a promising young artist of 
30, who made his home in Chicago, but 
took frequent trips to St. Louis and Web. 
ster Groves to see Miss Orton, to whom he 
was soon to be married. 

The three murderers were tried separ- 
ately in Clayton and all semgenced to hang. 


Charles Dreher, the murderer of his mis- 
tress, Bertha Hunicke, received the news 
that the State Supreme Court had affirmed 
the decision of the lower court, sentencing 
him to death, with the utmost unconcern. 

Dreher was standing at the door of his 
cell when a Post-Dispatch reporter ap- 
prosched him. He was nude, gave for a 

lanket, which was suspended from his 
waist and reached almost to the floor. He 
must have had a bath recently, for his skin 
was white and smooth. Long confinement 
has so bleached him that all trace of color

His large, brown eyes looked far beyond 
the reporter, who was speaking to him, 
Dreher did not deign to answer any of the 
questions put to him. Indeed, he did not 
appear to hear a word that had been 
spoken. When asked about the crime, what 
he did it for, and numerous other questions, 
hesdid not move. 

When the reporter finally told Dreher that 
the Supreme Court had passed on his case 
and that he must hang for his crime, he 
spoke for the first and only time, Then he 
uttered juet these words: 

“I don’t care,”’ he said. Then he folded his 
arms across his brease and refused to utter 
another word. 

The crime for which Charles Dreher fs *o 
be hamged is the murder of Bertha Hunicke 
at her home, 819 Madison street, on the night 
of Nov. 20, 1893. The woman was Dreher’s 
mistress and she lived with her sister. 

Dreher was a e@erocery clerk and became 
intimate with Bertha Hunicke. He thought 
she was bestowing fa¥ors on others and 
Nov, 20, 1893, ‘the took a revolver and went to 
the girl’s home. He found her in the kitchen 
and without warning he drew his n and 


| sent two-bullets into the body of his mis- 


tress. Ome penetrated her hear® The other 
blew her ‘brains out. 

Dreher then fied. 
rear Of the house, where his mistresg lived, 
he tried to end his own life. He turned 
his pistol on himself and emptied the three 
remaining chambers in his head. 

He was taken to the City Hospital, 
where it was thought his injuries would 
prove fatal. He finally recovered, how- 
ever, and was sent to jail. His actions 
were those of an insane man. He would 
not allow his keepers to bathe him; nor 
would he keep any clothing on. He was 
pronounced insane and was sent to the 
City Insane Asylum. He éscaped from 
that institution twice and was recaptured 


‘after a desperate struggle. 


His sanity was questioned by two juries. 
The last one pronounced him sane, and he 
was put on trial in Judge Edmunds’ court 
in April, 1896. He was convicted and on 
April 6 he was sentenced to death. 

The case was at once appealed to the Su- 
preme Court,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—The first 
“Billion Dollar Congress’’ will be left far 
behind when the total amount carried by 
the appropriation bills of the present Con- 
gress is figured up, and the figures will be 
found to be far in excess of any expendi- 
tures ever voted by a single Congress in 
time of peace. 

Speaker Reed and the leaders are doing 


‘all in their power to keep the total down 


as nearly to a billion dollars as possible, 
but this figure will be exceeded at least $20,- 
000,000, and possibly by more than $40,000,000. 

It is difficult to see how the total appro- 
riations for the session can be kept under 
530,000,000, and, estimating the receipts of 
the Post-office Department at $90,000,000, it 
means that Mr. ingley in framing his 
new revenue bill must have in view the 
collection of about $450,000,000 per year, or 
nearly $1,500,000 for each business day in 
the year.

His’ mother was the daughter of a 
saloonkeeper and during the latter years 
of her life drank very heavily.

He drank heavily and was notorious for his 
stupidity in his books and his choice of bad 
companions.

EXPORT POINT AT NEWORLEANS 


Railroads Now Forced to Come to the 
Shippers’ Terms for Self- 
Preservation. 


It is now reasonably certain that St. 
Louis will be greatly benefited by the agi- 
tation looking to a reduction in grain rates. 
While the arrangements are not entirely 
completed, #t is stated that the rallroads 
have voluntarily decided to grant conces- 
sions in the way of rates that will again 
place this city in control of the grain trade 
of the West. 

While these concessions were not all that 
were asked by the committee of grain 
mei, they are more than was expected. The

The Illinois Central is taking corn from 
Kankakee to New Orleans for 15 cents, and 
the Southwestern lines have been slashing 
rates to Galveston for some time. 

The Chicago Trade Bulletin says a 15-cent 
rate on grain from Chicago to the seaboard 
is in force on export business, and it is a 
well known fact that there has been a cut 
of 5 cents on grain rates from trans-Mis- 
souri territory to Chicago, by making Mis- 
—- River rates from the Missouri River 
to Chicago, which, though done on the quiet, 
was none the less effective. 

These things made it necessary for the 
railroads centering in St. Louis to retaliate. 
The Joint Traffic Association was willing to 
grant some concessions, but not enough to 
Offset the advantages gained Chicago 
and the gulf ports.

The 
exports of wheat from New Orleans for the 
year 1896 were 3,814,123 bushels as compa 
with 785,135 bushels in 189. The exports of 
corn were 24,802,695 bushels as prt 
with 8,628,046 bushels in 1895 and 5,263,760 
bushels in 18%, making the total exports of 
corn and wheat from that port 28,616,818 
bushels in 1896 as comp with 9,413,181 
bushels in 1895 and 8,148, bushels in 18%. 

The exports of flour for the past year 
from that port were 268,152 bushels as com- 

ared with 91,130 barreis in 18%, so it may 

seen that in the Crescent City St. Louls 
will have no mean ally.

THE “THREE FRIENDS” CASE. 

Judge Locke's decision in the “Three 
Friends” case is a very important one, 
and is Hable to result in serious inter- 
national complications. If sustained by 
the higher courts, it means that our neu- 
trality laws will have to be completely 
changed before they can be effectively 
enforced. 

If Judge Locke is right, then every act 
of the United States Government in, pre- 
venting filibustering expeditions and the 
raising of money’and recruits for the 
Cuban insurgents has been a: violation 
of law and an encroachment upon the 
rights of citizens. ) 

It means more than this. If the law 
is as Judge Locke defines it, then it will 
be much better for the Cuban insurgents 
not to have the United States either grant 
them belligerent rights or recognize their 
independence. For the same reason, it 
will be much better for Spain if the Uni- 
ted States does one of these two things. 

In case of the recognition of Cuban in- 
dependence by the United States or the 
granting of belligerent rights to the in- 
surgents, the existing neutrality laws of 
the United States would become opera- 
tive with their full force. Judge Locke 
has decided that without one or the other 
of these acts, the Cuban imsurgents are 
“not a State, colony, district or people,” 
and consequently that every inhibition in 
existing laws against fitting out hostile 
expeditions of any kind against a foreign 
State with whom the United States is at 
‘peace ‘is of no effect, as regards Cuba. 
Notice is given that. the United States 
Government will at once take the case up 
to the United States Court of Appeals 
at New Orleans, and afterwards, if ne- 
cessary, to the United States Supreme 
Court. But in the meanwhile, will it ac- 
cept Judge Locke’s decision as the law? 
If so, the Cuban insurrection will end in 
victory before the final decision can be 
reached.

“An Enemy to the King” is the work of R. 
N. Stephens. The author has gone back 
for his characters to the days when all 
France was torn with the religious wars, 
when the Kings of France and Navarre 
Were at ea th other's throats. The massacre 
of Saint Bartholomew was still fresh in the 
minds of the Huguenots, and passion flamed 
with undying hate in every heart. They 
were terrible days those times, when in the 
name of God, with either a muttered mass 
or psalm, men did cold murder; but én ret- 
rospection with the higher motives, lifted 
into perspective, they furnish fine food for 
the playwright. Mr. Stevens has done his 
work well. He has given us a drama with a 
hero Of our dreams, who fights for his King 
and his lady with a fidelity and fierceness 
that makes him victor to the end, no matter 
what the odds. The language, while florid 
as becomes the time, is yet simple and grace- 
ful, filled with pleasing touches of poetry 
and nature. In construction the piece is 
admirable in that while the plot is never ob- 
scured’*in its workings, it is impossible to 
tell until the very end what.disposition the 
author is to make of the characters. So 
perilously near does he bring them at times 
to destruction that it is difficult to see how 
he is to extricate them; but he succeeds clev- 
erly and naturally. The climaxes are well 
worked up. Particularly is g¢his true of the 
last act, where the hero is engaged in a 
desperate struggle with his enemies.

THE DUESTROW DECISION. 
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The decision of the Supreme Court 
affirming the verdict of guilty in the case 
of Duestrow will meet with public ap- 
proval. 

The synopsis of the decision appearing

Everything 
went well until a year ago, when Mrs. Bu- 
chanan obtained a divorce on statutory 
grounds. She only lived three months after 
obtaining the divorce. The husband im- 
mediately made a demand for his children. 
The demand was met by a refusal by Mr. 
Taylor, who, by his daughter’s will, had 
been designated as the children’s guardian. 
When his demand for the children was re- 
fused Buchanan obtained letters of guar- 
dianship for them. His character was at- 
tacked and he resigned in favor of his father. 
In the meantime the children had been spir- 
ited away.

GREAT BRITAIN BEGINS THE 
NEW YEAR’S BUSINESS. 


QUEEN VICTORIA'S SPEECH. 


Despite the Arbitration Outlook, the 
Defense of the Empire Must 
Be Maintained. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—The third session of 
the fourteenth Parliament was formally 
opened by Royal Commission at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

Early in the morning @ s*rong detach- 
ment of police moved down Whitehall and 
stationed themselves at various entrances 
leading to the House of Parliament. Early 
as was the hour, a large crowd filled the 
space between Westminster Bridge and She 


Abbey and were in groupe about the stone 
railing surrounding both houses. 

Shortly afver 9 o’clock a body of Yeomen of 
the Guard, attired in their quaint costumes 
of bonnet, leather breeches and Elizabethan 
collar, carrying short ewords and halberts, 
arrived at ‘tthe door of the House. They 
were accompanied by a poiice inspector and 
went through the formality observed ever 
since 1606 of searching for a gunpowder 
mine in the vaults of the House. 

Between 11 and 12 o'clock itself the House 
itself, the lobbies amd corridors were filled 
with groups of members and their constit- 
vents. Most of the Irish members took 
places on the cross benches. John Dillon 
took his usua) seat on the third bench be- 
low the gangway. Shortly before 2 o’clock 
the Speaker came in and was cordially 
greeted by numerous friends. Prayers were 
then read, and at their termination Mr. 
Gully took the chair and many members 
filed past th@ table to shake hands with 
him, W. Johnston, member for South 
Beifast, was the first to secure his seat. 


At 2 o'clock there was a mighty clanging 
of electric bells and simultaneously another 
batch of policemen appeared and formed 
the crowd so that @ passageway was left 
clear between the two’ houses. Then all 
eyes shifted toward the door of the House 
of Lords, whence the Black Rod was com- 
ing to summon the Commons to the read- 
ing of the Queen’s speech. 

First came a stalwart inspector of police 
who commanded “Hats off!’ in a peremp- 
tory voice. He was followed by a door- 
keeper in evening dress, who bore the rod 
of black ebony tipped with gold, Follow- 
ing was General Sir Michael Biddulph, who 
last year was appointed Guardian of the 
Wand. He knocked thrice at the door of 
the Commons, and when It was opened the 
Speaker rose to receive him, Then com- 
menced the return procession to the House 
of Lords. 

There was the usual scene in the House 
of Lords, benches on either side being filled 
with ladies, among whom the Peers ap- 
peared almost lost. Ona bench behind the 
Woolsack and in front of the steps of the 
throne within a brass rail, the Lords Com: 
missioners were sitting in their robes of 
scarlet, gold and ermine. 

It is the custom to select the youngest 
peers at each session to move and second 
the address in the House of Lords. This 
gives them, usually, the opportunity of mak- 
ing their maiden speech. To-day the Mar- 
quis of Bath and Lord Kenyon were se- 
lected for the honor. 


The Queen’s speech, which was then read 
to the House of Lords, was in substance as 
follows: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: My relations 
with all the other Powers continue to be 
of a friendly character. 

“The appalling massacres which have tak- 
en place at Constantinople and in other 
parts of the Ottoman Dominions have called 
for the special attention of the Powers sig- 
natory of the treaty of Paris. Papers will 
be laid before you showing the considera- 
tions which induced the Powers to make the 
presentation to the Ottoman Empire the 
subject of the special consultation with their 
representatives at Constantinople, @ con- 
ferences which the six Ambassadors have 
been instructed to hold are still proceeding. 

“The action undertaken by His Highness, 
the Khedive cf Egypt, against the Khalifa, 
with my aproval and assistance, has so far 
beem entirely successful. His forces, sup- 
ported by my officers and troops, have re- 
won the province of Dongola to civilization 
by operations conducted with remarkable 
skill, and a way thas been opened for a 
further advance whenever such step is 
“ieee desirable. 

“My Government has discussed with the 
United States, acting as a friend of Vene- 
zuela, the terms whereunder pending ques- 
tions of the disputed frontier between that 
Republic and our colony of British Guiana 
may be equitably submitted to arbitration, 
and an arrangement. has been arrived at 
with that Government which I trust will 
effect an adjustment of the controversies 
without exposing to risks the interests of 
any of the colonists whose _ established 
rights are in the disputed territory. 

“It is with much gratification that I have 
concluded a treaty for general arbitration 
with the President of the United States 
whereby I trust all differences which may 
arise between us will be peacefully ad- 
justed. I hope the arrangement may have 
a further value in commending to other 
Powers the consideration of a_ principle 
w eres, the danger of war may be notably 
abated.”’ 


The Queen’s speech then refers to the re- 
pression of the rebellion in South Africa and 
the appointment of a commission to inquire 
into the sugar industry of the West In- 
dies, and continues: 

“It is with much regret and feelings of the 
deepest sympathy that I have heard that 
owing to the failures of the autumn rains 
and scarcity, famine affects a large portion 
of my dominions in India.”’ 

After referring to the measures taken to 
mitigate the suffering from famine and mak- 
ing a reference to the Bubonic plague at 
Bombay, the speech says: “I have directed 
my Government to take the most stringent 
measures to eradicate it.’’ 

“Gentlemen of the House of Commons,” 
the speech continues, ‘“‘the estimates for 
the year will be laid before you. While I 
am desirous of guarding against undue ex- 
penditures, I have felt that the present con- 
dition of the world will not permit you to 
depart from the spirit of prudent foresight 
wherein you have of recent years provided 
for the defense of my Empire.”’ 

The spe concludes by referring to the 
proposed Is for the relief of voluntary 
schools, employers’ liability, adding to the 
efficiency of the military defenses, to es. 
tablish an Irish Board of Agriculture, and 
various commercial bills, including the ex- 
clusion of goods manufactured in foreign 
prisons and @ bi to establish reforma- 
tories for inebriates.

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GRAZY MURPHY 
AGAIN REVERSED. 


SUPREME COURT HOLDS THAT 
OPIUM SMOKING IS A CRIME. 


LEE MUST BE TRIED AGAIN. 


Murphy Held That Any Person Had a 
Right to Smoke Opium If 
He Wished. 


~ 


The Supreme Court has decided that the 
law against opium smoking and prohibiting 
the operation of opium joints is constitu- 
tional. 

A year ago Crazy Murphy informed the 
Chinese proprietors of the dens that they 
could viclaie the law with impunity. He 
held that ic was unconstitutional, because it 
interfered with the divine right of man to 
@moke whatever he chose. If he couldn’t 
emoke opium in a Chinese den, he couldn’t 
emoke a cigar in his own parlor, according 
to Murphy’s conception of the law. 

Had it‘not been for Judge Thomas Pea- 
body’s determined crusade in a lower court 
the Supreme Court’s reversal of Murphy 
would have found St. Louis over-run wilh 
“dope fiends.’’ 

Murphy’s ruling was in the case of Leo 
Wee, arrested Jan. 27, 1896,.for conducting an 
opium den at No. 19 South BWighth street. 
Lee’s attorney filed a motiion before Judge 
Murphy to quash the information. 

He argued that it failed to state any 
offense under the law; that the information 
was in other respects defective and that 
the law on which it was based was uncon- 
stitutional. 

The motion alleged that the law was in 
conflict with the Constitution and laws of 
the United States and State of Missouri; 
was class legislation, interfering with the 
rights of citizens and denying equal pro- 
tection to all; was not uniform and general 
in its application, and was unreasonable, op- 
pressive and discriminating. Besides it de- 


. pcribed opium as a deadly drug, while in fact 


it is a great curative. Besides the law was 
sumptuary in denying the right of its use to 
those who found it beneficial. 

‘Murphy sustained the motion, and ordered 
the defendant discharged without: hearing 
the evidence in the case. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill appealed 
to the Supreme Court. Before that tribun- 
al Attorney General Walker merely set out 
in his brief the information filed against Lee 
and cited decisions of the Supreme Courts of 
various States in similar cases, includ‘ng 
those of Washington, Kansas and Califor- 
nia. 

In overruling Murphy the Supreme Court 
directs that Lee be tried for his offense. He 
will if the police can find him a year af- 
ter his release by Judge Murphy. 

The court’s opinion was written by Judge 
who closes in the following lan- 
guage: 

‘The law does not deny to the defendant 
equal protection with other citizens; it is 
not unreasonable or oppressive, nor does it 
in any way infringe upon any rights guar- 
aniteed to him by the Constitution.”

He told 
Capt. O’Malley anyway, and the house was 
raided.

These women used to Jive at 18 South Ninth 
street. There they organized as a band | 
of thieves. The police raided them so pér- | 
sistently that they moved over on Chestnut 
street. 

They were raided there three times and 
then they rented what they afterwards call- 
ed the Eleventh Street Hotel. They have 
been there about two months. 

When that place was opened the police 
were informed that all of the women had 
reformed, as to stealing. 

But the women continued to walk the 
streets at night and the robbing went mer- 
rilv on. 

The gang has perpetrated several large 
robberies in the last year and a half. Some- 
time ago a man revnorted to the police that 
he had lost $750 while with Mamie White. 

Most of the robberies reported range in 
amount from $20 to $100. Such robberies 
are the most difficult to prosecute in the 
eourts. There is generally a lack of evi- 
dence, and besides that. ninety-nine out of 
everv 1 victims are ashamed to appear in 
court. The only ‘thing the police have been 
able to do is send the women to police court 
on charges of immorality. 

Annie Carr is eonsidered an exnert ‘‘dia- 
mond nipver.’’ Her plan ‘s to throw her 
arms about a man and while nretending to 
caress him bite the diamond ovt of the 
setting in his shirt. and hold the gem in 
her mouth until he is gone.

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CUBAN TORPEDO 


THE PLIGHT OF HER CREW. 


Commander Killed and Neariy Every 
One of the Survivors Wounded 
by Cuban Bullets. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—A dspatch to the 
Herald from Havana says: 

When the gunboat Relampago struck the 
torpedo which sunk her off Mango, there 
was no time to lower a boat and almost be- 
fore the extent of the disaster could be 
realized the vessel went down. 

Those on board of her who were not in- 
Jured jumped into the water and made the!r 
way the best they could in the direction of 
the Centinela, aboard of which the greatest 


excitement prevailed. As soon as it was seen 
that the Relampago was sinking, the Cen- 
tinela’s boat were ordered away to ass'st 
in the rescue of the crew of the former. 
The rebels appeared to be in strong force 
along the banks of the river, and when 
they saw the Spaniards in the water they 
directed a heavy rifle fire upon them. The 
Centinela opened fire upon the rebels, but, 
as they couid not be seen, and their posi- 
tions could only be discovered from the 
emoke of thelr guns, it is not believed that 
serious losses were inflicted upon them. 

When the Centinela’s boats attempted to 
rescue the men struggling in the water, the 
rebels fired upon them, but the Spaniards 
bravely persisted in their work of rescue 
until all the men had been taken from the 
water. : 

Nearly every survivor.of the Relampago’s 
crew was wounded and there were only a 
few of the men belonging to the Centinela 
who had not been hit by rebel bullets. The 
commander of the Centinela was so serious- 
y wounded that doubts are entertained of 

is recovery. 

The condition of the survivors was such 
that it was impossible for the Centinela to 

roceed to Guama, and she therefore re- 
urned to Manzantillo,where the news of the 
disaster caused immense excitement. 

The official report of the affair states that 
the commander, second engineer and three 
sailors of the Relampago were killed and 
her boatswain, quartermaster, chief engin- 
eer, pilot and four sailors wounded. The 
boatswain of the Centinela was killed and 
her pilot, second engineer, gunner and six 


' gailors were wounded. Both gunboats were

FAVORS INSURGENTS. 


Judge Locke’s Decision in the Case of 
the Three Friends. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Jan. 19.—Judge 
Locke of the United States Court for the 
Southern District of Florida has rendered 


his decision in the ‘Three Friends case, 
upon the exceptions of the defense to the 
libel of the Government violating the neu- 
trality laws. The point was raised by 
counsel for the defense that inasmuch as 
ithe Cuban insurgents had not been resog- 
nized by che Unaited States Government 
they were neither a pecple nor a body pol- 
itic as defined by section 5283, under which 
the libel was drawn. This was sustained 
by Judge Locke, and the District Attorney 
Was given ten days in which to file an 
amended libel.

A MURDEROUS KING. 


The Fetish Monarch Whom England 
Will Chastise. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Julian Ralph, in 
his letter to the Journal, says: 

The recent massacre of nine Englishmen 
and 230 native carriers by the forces of 


King Drumani of Benim has directed at- 
tention to that little kingdom. The mas- 
sacre was the result of ae mis- 
understanding. The expedition was sent to 
warn King Drumani not to interrupt com- 
merce, but the approach of so large a force 
alarmed him, and summoni his forces, 
the attack was made. Benim is a well-for- 
tifled city, protected by ron walls. and 
defended by modern guns, in the hahfds of 
fairly well-drilled savages. The principal 
tribes under Drumani’s vernment are the 
Jekeris and Sobas, the former. being an es- 
pecially savage people. s 

Drumani’s brutality toward his subjects 
has been a constant hindrance to com- 
merce, as the natives held him tn such fear 
they would not go near his domain. His 
subjects are controlled by being kept in a 
state of constant terror by human sacrifices 
and tortures. It is extremely difficult to 
see the King. Before admitting visitors 
within the walls he must consult his 
fetish. He recently made a treaty with En- 
gland, and the Ambassadors who arranged 
it brought back horrible stories of what 
they saw; maimed and mutilated bodies be- 
ing hung and nailed to trees throughout the 
city. His subjects are offered as sacrifices 
to induce the gods to send rain and palliate 
the heat, and the most brutal of his soldiers 
are the ones marked for promotion. 


JOHN DILLON RE-ELECTED. 


He Is Again Chairman of the Irish 
Parliamentary Party. 


LONDON, -.Jan. 19.—The Irish Parliament- 
ary party at its meeting held to-day, re- 
elected John Dillon as chairman.

The People’s party has nine representa- 
tives in the Council, the Citizens’ (or Scul- 
lin) party has four. The majority passed 
the resolation over the Mayor's protest, and 
it now remains to be seen whether the Scul- 
lin interests will influence the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners and/ defeat the rule of 
a two-thirds majority. he Commissioners 
will meet this afternoon to dispose of the 
demand of the City Council for an election. 

Mr. Bader also undertook to knock out 
an ordinance partially redistricting the city. 
The Scullin interests oppose this measure, 
because it virtually knocks them out of 
control of the Island. 

The Council, by a vote of 9 to 4, all the 
members being present and voting, passed 
the ordinance over the Mayor’s veto.

Mr Milner Says There Is No Public 
Demand for a Street Through the Ex. 


“Those people are simply squatters,” said 
Street Commissioner A. N. M'ilner, Tuesday. 

He referred to the Exposition Association. 

Continuing, he eaid: “Section 4 of Article 
Sof the Charter requires that when any park 
is disposed of or leased for any purpose the 
oréipnance must emanate from the Board of 
Public Improvements. The proceeds must be 
used to improve and embellish other parks, 
and all rentals must be credited to the 


Board. The ordinance must, furthermore, 
be ratified by the people at a general elec- 
tion. 

“When Mies-url Park was turned over to 
the Exposition management: all these re- 
quirements were violaied. 

‘The cons'ceration named is all in excess 
of 8 per cent on the capital stock and at 
the expiration of the fifty years named in 
the ordinance, $20,000 to be used in restoring 
the park. 

“But do not understand me as disposed 
to throw any obstacles in the way of the 
Exposition management. I am very friendly 
to the Expos.tion and the people intereste d 
in it. A full hearing will be accorded to 
both sides. I am inclined to think that to 
open the street would run the Exposition 
and I don’t believe there is any general de- 
mand for it.”’ 

At the meeting of the Board of Public 
Improvements Tuesday a communication 
Was read from Manager :Frank Gaiennie 
ot the Exposition. It protested against 
the opening o? the street through the build- 
ing on the ground that it would destroy the 
value of both the Exposition and the ‘Music 
Hall and prevent the ee of the 
plans for a coliseum. ys dee ony to be 
present with an eines objection at the 
public hearing. . 

When this hearing will take place is not 
yet known. The petition for the opening 
was referred to Street Commissioner A, N.

“I don’t know aeny one who would have 
done anything like this. There was nothing 
stolen from the shop and everything was 
fulYy insured. 

M. A. Rosenfeld, a tailor whose shop is 
next to the plumber’s, was in the building 
at the time the trap must have been set. 
He heard no noise and knew nothing of the 
net to burn the building. 

W. J. Brennan, the grocer, knew nothing 
of the matter until told by the police. 

“We have no reason to suspect anyone,”’ 
said Dan Qonovan, one of the owners of 
the ‘building, who made a personal investi- 
gation Tuesday. “The building is paying 
well and is insured. , I have not arrived at 
any conclusion.’’ 


SLUPSKY TOOK A BATH. 


Sworn Testimony to This Effect Given 
in Court. 


Abe Slupsky bathes his feet. Of this 
there can be no doubt, for Wm. P. Gar- 
esche stated upon the witness stand in 
Judge Klein’s court that he called upon 
1ne school reformer at his home and found 
him busily engaged in this operation. This 
Was a portion of the evidence brought out 
in the trial of a sit brought by John Knoth 
against Col. Slupsky and Charles D. Com- 
fort to recover seven shares of the capital 
stock of the Kingsland Realty Co. 

Knoth says that the Kingsland Realty 
Co. issued seven shares of stock, valued at 
$700, to one Cornelius O’Callahan. On July 
28, 1895, O’Callahan needed some cash. He 
had heard that Slupsky had more money 
than he knew what to do with, so to Slups- 
ky he went, and gavea thirty-day note for 
$105 to bear 8 per cent interest from ma- 
turity. He gave ‘the stock as security. 
O’Callahan says that when the note fell 
due he went to Col. Slupsky and asked for 
an extension, which was given for a con- 
sideration of $10. 

O’Callahan considered this too much of a 
good thing, and he transferred his stock 
to Knoth; subject to the $10 incumbrance. 
Slupsky, on the other hand, transferred the 
note to Charles D. Comfort, and when an 
offer to pay it was made, Knoth claims, 
Comfort said the note was held by a 
“friend in the country,”’ who insisted upon 
getting the stock. This is what brought on 
the suit, which was upon trial in Judge 
Klein's court Monday.

The demolition of an. old sugar- 
house in Williamsburg, Brooklyn, has been 
begun and a new coffee roasting plant of 
very large capacity is going to be put up 
on the site immediately, Speaking of this a 
coffee broker said: ‘¥Thig competition means 
that the coffee raising business is going to 
be revolutionized.

HOUSE OF REFUGE 


GOVERNMENT 


CHARTER COMMISSION AND LEG- 
ISLATURE TO AMEND IT. 


SUPERINTENDENT TO RULE. 


Board of Charity Conmmissioners Will 
Be Shorn of Their Govern- 
ing Powers. © 


Between the Charter Commission an@ the 
Legislature Supt. Isaac Bristol of the 
House of Refuge will yet be monatch of all 
he surveys. 

A charter amendment has been drawn 
amending sections 49 and 50 of article 4, and 
Representative John A. Porter has drawn 
a bill which he will introduce in a day or 
two. 

Both do away with the Board of Direct- 
ors and greatly extend the responsibility 
and authority of the superintendent, 

The charter amendment makes the refuge 
a department of the city. It shall be 
“managed, directed and controll@a” by the 
superintendent. He shall be appointed by 
the Mayor and confirmed by the Council. 

He shall appoint, with the approval of the 
Mayor, the subordinates authorized by ordi- 
nance. 

Abandoned or neglected children and child- 
ren of prostitutes may be committed to the 
Refuge by the (Mayor. 

The age limit for males is 16 years and for 
females 14 years. ’ 

Parents or guardians of incorrigible child- 
ren may petition the Mayor in writing to 
take charge of them. The expenses in such 
cases must be paid by parents or guardians 
unless the Mayor determines otherwise. 

No child under the age of 3 years may be 
admitted. 

The Mayor has the authority to order the 
discharge of any inmate. He may also sur- 
render any child to any institution which 
makes application for it, provided the 
officers or managers, or a majority of them, 
are not of different religious tenets from 
those of the child’s parents or former guard- 
ians. 

Children especially vicious or ungovern-~ 
able shall be kept separate from the other 
inmates. 

The Charity Commissioners will have a 
general visitorial supervision. They may ap- 
prentice children from the refuge to suit- 
able persons until they are 18 years old. 

Representative Porter was formerly con- 
nected with the House of Refuge. His ob- 
ject in introducing his bill is to prevent the 
recurrence of the little scandals which have 
so often brought the institution into pub- 
licity. 

The bill abolishes the Board of Directors. 
The superintendent appoints all his subord- 
inates and is alone responsible for the con- 
duct of the institution. The power of re- 
moving the superintendent is taken out of 
the hands of the Charity Commissioners 
and given to the Mayor and City Council, 

The Municipal Assembly is required to 
furnish the funds for separate buildings for

BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


HAS A QUEER WAY OF TREATING 
HIS WIFE. 


REFUSED TO ADVANCE MONEY. 


When There Was Talk of Giving Her 
Part of His Salary, Senator 
Kyle Interfered. 


A brother-in-law of United States Sena- 
tor James Emerson Kyle of South Dakota 
is the subject of much gossip in the Federal 
building. His nameis J. L. Dugot. In the 
slang of the internal revenue gervice, he its 
a “‘four-ten’’ man—hired under eection 410 
of the regulations as a special employe. 

He draws $4 per day and expenses, and is 
supposed to have secured his ‘‘good thing’ 
through the influence of the South Dakota 
Senator. 

Dugot is being talked about because of 
his apparently harsh treatment of his wife. 
/After working under the St. Louts internal 
revenue agent for a dew weeks Dugot was 
assigned to Kansas City. He went to his 
new post on Christmas day. 

Last Saturday week, Jan. 9, Dugot’s wife, 
who had been living in Chicago, arrived 
in St. Louis, She had written him that she 


was coming, and without waiting for an 
answer she came. She arrived in the city 
shortly after the noon hour. When she 
reached the Federal Building the Internal 
Revenue offices were closed. She supposed 
that her husband was in the city, but she 
could not locate him and she went in search 
of a boarding house. 

Mrs. Dugot had no money and she was re- 
fused lodging wherever she applied. In her 
distress she visited the hotels Saturday night 
in search of some Government official, who 
might have pity on her. She found one of 
the principal officials of the Federal Build- 
Ing. one he got her lodging in the Laclede’ 

otel, 

Mrs. Dugot spent Sunday and Sunday 
night at the Laciedeé,.and Monday she called 
on Revenue Agent Gates, her husband's 
superior. Gates told her that her husband 
was in Kansas City. She told Mr. Gates 
how destitute she was and he wired to 
Dugot as follows: “Your wife is here with- 
out money. Shall I advance her money on 
your account?’ 

Dugot replied that whoever advanced his 
wife money would do so at a personal risk. 
Mr.. Gates did not give Mrs. Dugot any of 
her husband’s money, but she was anxious 
to see her husband and the revenue offi- 
cials told her to visit Chief Harrigan. 

From the Chief of Police Mrs. Dugot got 
transportataion to Kansas City and for 
several days the lady was not heard from. 

The latter part of last week a revenue 
official who met Mrs. Dugot while she was 
here got a surprising letter from her. She 
begged him to ask all Government officials 
not to notify her husband that she was in 
Kansas City. This confirmed the general 
impression that there was something wrong 
in the Dugot family. " 

A bigger surprise was in store. Last 
Saturday Revenue Agent Gates received a 
telegram from Senator Kyle. It was an 
order to; the revenue ent not to pay 
Dugot’s salary to ahyoue but Dugot.
